Biafra was shot down by anti-aircraft fire today 
after it bombed a residential district of this federal 
capital that contained several foreign embassy 
buildings. 4 

The plane’s eight crew members-—four Afri- 
cans, and four whites—were killed when the plane 
exploded 30 feet above the Lisoyi residential district. 

The bodies of the crew were found hundreds 
of yards from the plane. One smashed through:a 
roof of the Czechoslovakian embassy; another in 
the Czech embassy’s garden and the third behind 

. the embassy’s servants’ quarters.

A Fresh Look at Schools 


wrt EDUCATION MINISTER 
Leslie Peterson calls “a sort 
of state of the union” message on 
his department projects some in- 
teresting changes in the provincial 
school’ system. But: it is sharply 
critical of mounting school - costs, 
and it brings school trustees up short 
on ‘borrowing for non-shareable ex- 
penses. Otherwise, the taxpayer 
gets only indirect encouragement. 


Mr. Peterson told the trustees 
that they are spending too much and 
that the government is going to 
make it harder for them to do this 
by withdrawing provincial guaran- 
tees for some of their borrowing. He 
thinks the time has come to stand- 
ardize school buildings so as to re- 
duce unit costs and-he calls for.a 
study of the problem. This is a mat- 
ter in which the public will be highly 
interested, but it would be a mistake 
if the demands of economy are al- 
lowed to reduce school buildings, to 
mere utilitarian boxes. Costs must 
be controlled, of course, but the 
school’s physical environment has an 
influence on the child just as the 
teacher has, and it should be an 
educative one. 


On another issue contributing 
substantially to higher education 
costs—rising teachers’ salaries—the 
minister is less specific. He is not sat- 
isfied with the formula on which 
payments are made by the govern- 
ment and the municipalities. A study 
is now proceeding in an effort to.im- 
prove the formula. The minister does 
not say for whom. 

General approval may be expec- 
ted for Mr. Peterson’s plan for more 
intensive use of school buildings and 


facilities—a trend being encouraged 
by, the Greater Victoria School 
Board. Playgrounds, libraries, work- 
shops, gymnasiums, even classrooms, 
should get round-the-clock use by 
both children and adults, the min- 
ister feels, and this view is in keep- 
ing with the new concept of schools 
as neighborhood centres. It is also 
in keeping with the principle of get- 
ting your money’s worth. 

A further proposal for more com- 
plete utilization could generate some 
friction with our established customs 
—it is to keep the schools open all 
year round. If this means summer 
classes, adherents of the Canadian 
vacation system and the summer-at- 
the - cottage tradition will raise 
strong opposition. Mr. Peterson did 
not enlarge on his premise that 
“school plants are too costly to be 
left vacant for one-sixth of the 
year.” But at any rate, he’s on firm 
ground with the general principle. 

A proposal with a political aspect 
was hinted at earlier by Mr. Ben- 
nett. Mr. Peterson suggests a new 
form for municipal tax bills which 


would clearly disclose the mill rate - 
established by trustees for schools—- 


a sore point with aldermen and coun- 
cillors who are blamed for high 
taxes.

FROM OTTAWA

ister of finance can make an impact .on 
the country by roaring like any cooing 
dove.

last June. It seems 
improbable that the 
inflationary surge 
will be brought under 
control until the pub- 
lic is convinced that 
the government is in earnesté For this, in 
my. opinion, more-will be required than 
generally defensive speeches, coupled 
with hints of action behind the scenes 
and earnest exhortation about the need 
for restraint. 

Mr. Sharp observed with some 
satisfaction that his June forecasts 
seemed to have been borne out by 
events. “Since June 1, the state of the 
Canadian economy has developed fairly 
well, indeed surprisingly like the forecast 
I made in my budget speech.” 

The minister observed mildly that: 
“The undesirable rate of increases in 
prices and costs to which I referred on 
June 1 has continued. The need for 
restraint has not lessened.” One would 
assuine from this that the messag f 
June biad sufficed to arouse the coun 
which seems very odd in the light of 
recent events. 

Dealing particularly with the capital 
markets, Mr. Sharp said that they were 
influenced by three important factors. 
“First, there is now unfortunately a 
widespread expectation of price increases 
continuing” over a long~ period; which 
makes investors concerned about the 
real value of long-term bonds’ and lead& 
them to demand higher yields in 
compensation. To remove this concern 
will require action ghat will dissipate this

fear of inflation that overhangs the 
market.” 

Good, But what action does the 
government have in mind? There are all 
sorts of hints—and--rumors —but - the 
impressed, 
surely, with particulars as Mr. Sharp 
reminded the Opposition earlier, in the 
week in  connnection — with 
programs. 

The other factors mentioned by the 
minister were an abnormal desire for 
liquidity so that businesses will be less 
dependent on borrowing and p. general 
expectation that the pace of expansion 
will quicken again and be reflected in 
continuing strong demands for capital. 
Unless there are tax increases in the 
United States, Mr. Sharp thinks that our 
situatiorasnext year will be complicated 
by a stronger resurgence of spending, 
prices and incomes in that country. 

But every warning seemed to be 
coupled with a reassurance. ‘‘All in all, 
Mr. Speaker, we are making a transition 
successfully from the high rates of 
expansion of the past year to the more 
sustainable rate of growth that is now 
beginning to emerge. This has really 
been quite a remarkable period.” 


Cost-Price Restraint 

Mr. Sharp explained that he was not 
urging business to restrain its invest- 
ment in productive equipment and new 
buildings but that there should be 
restraint in the field of costs and prices. 
This is sound economic advice. But very 
similar advice in much more vigorous 
language will be found in Mr. Sharp's 
budget speech of March 29, 1966. It

Turning back to his most recent 
budget, Mr. Sharp said-that the deficit 
would conform with forecasts and. is 
“appropriate to an economy in process 
of. transition.”” What was done is right,

In a weighty outline presented the

Mr, Lamontagne adds that the special 
status ‘should remain flexible and. vary 
according to the circumstances,” that it- 
shauld-include only ‘‘that which French- 
Canadians consider clearly desirable for 
the flourishing of ‘Quebecers.”’ 

All this is clarified, we believe, by an 
inconspicuous phrase which Mr. Lamon- 
tagne let drop at the end of his text, 

“Tn effect it is a question of assuring 
Quebecers their kind of life, while at the 
same time protecting the standard of liv- 
ing and personal freedom.” 

If that is all that is involved, we could 
agree with Mr. Lamontagne. But a great 
deal more is involved. It is a question of 
ensuring the- free development, the 
dynamic and creative expression ofa 
community which, in the words of the 
Laurendeau-Dunton commission, forms a 
truly distinct society. This requires more 
than- occasional -special~ treatment, it 
demands a real status... . and written 
as much as possible into the juridical 
structures of the country... .

Mr. Sharp's Gentle Admonition Against Inflation 


however unfortunate the consequences 
may have been. ; 

However, next year, because other- 
wise things would be worse, -the 
performance is going to be better. Mr. 
Sharp plans to reduce the budget deficit 
below the present level with the 
objective of achieving a balance on the 
national economic accounts basis. This is 
perhaps less Draconian than it sounds 
for, on this basis, Mr. Sharp claimed a 
surplus of $141 million in 1966-67. 

With this objective the government is 
now busily pruning estimates for next 
year. Mr. Sharp claimed that treasury 
board’ has already eliminated $650 
million from the amounts requested by 
the various departments. 

In any case Mr. Sharp claimed, and 
quite rightly, that action by the federal 
government will not alone suffice to 
arrest cost and price increases. Never- 
theless the federal government must 
take the lead in creating a new climate 
of restraint. 

It was interesting to note that the 
minister placed his exhortation in the 
future tense. “When we in the govern- 
ment and Parliament have take the 
fiscal actions that we should. take, then L 
believe they should be supported by a 
determined campaign to achieve by 
voluntary-action-a_large_reduction in the 
rate at which prices and costs are 


increasing ~—- including wage settle- 
ments.” 

Determination tomorrow; why not 
today? 


The most serious warning in the 
speeci: was probably contained in the 
following paragraph: “I feel -that we 
raust -- and-we will — find some way to 
bring this inflationary movement under 
controi even, if necessary, by letting ‘the 
economy develop a little more slack for 
a year or two while price and cost 
increases taper off. We would certainly 
prefer to avoid the sacrifices of 
production and income which this would, 
of course, involve. But if we cannot 


collectively and individually exercise the 
restraint that is called for in wage and 
price increases in the present situation, 
then tnere would appear to be no escape 
from an essential cooling off period.” 

What this means, presumably, is that 
if we fail to check inflation, we will have 
to pay for it in unemployment. Why not 
spell it out? Mr. Sharp urged in March, 
1966, that we should ease up on the gas 
pedal instead of slamming on the brakes. 
As there has been no conspicuous easing, 
it is small wonder that he is now 
apprehensively eyeing the brake. 

But even in 1966 he felt that counsels 
of restraint should be underlined by 
announcements of definite, although 
modest, postponements of expenditure. 
One would think that there was need for 
a much sterner warning how emphasized 
by a more impressive display of 
resolution, 


Inconsistent Criticism 

It is true’ that Mr. Sharp faces two 
amendments, The Conservative motion 
would convict the government of irres- 
ponsibility “‘by its refusal to reduce 
taxation” — which would throw the 
budget even more out of balance and by 
its “reckless increase in governmental 
expenditures.” It is impossible to take 
this seriously because Mr. Monteith 


complained at the time of the March * 


budget that the government should have 
increased pensions and in December that 
Mr. Sharp—had submitted a “Scrooge 
budget." The Conservative conversion 
comes too late. As for the NDP, 
conversion is not even in sight; Mr. 
Cameron is all for cutting taxes but 
would eliminate any mention of govern- 
ment expenditures. 

Thus there was no’compulsion on Mr. 
Sharp to enter a jealous defence of his 


“péncil \work.. What might have been 


‘expected was’ a challenging speech, 
alerting the country to the dimensions of 
the —inflationary° danger. Mr. Sharp 
missed his opportunity.

About a mile along the shore where 
the sand dunes are at Island View Beach 


there is the most—fascinating rocky 
outcrop> 
This ‘island’ in the sari and ‘low 


marsh land supports an extraordinary 
growth of native trees and shrubs. 


There are some very old yews 
growing ‘there, where the trunk is about 
two feet thick and is hard and dried out 
on one side ‘while the other side is 
covered with dark, shiny needles. 
Around the thick base many small 
branches have made a mat. that 
somehow survives the sweeping sand 
blown by the winds, 

Growing here are some very old 
Douglas firs that are twisted and bent. 
The tops .are spindly, while the lower 
branches are contorted something like 
the Garry oaks.

length. They too are twisted and in some 
places almost make a circle. 

There are several clumps of poplar 
that have managed té survive-and—are 
tall and clean, each clump now taking on 
a different hue, which would indicate 
that each stand is from a different root 
stock. 

Growing in the midst of these trees 
are several rose shrubs that are thirty 
feet tall. It is almost unbelievable that 
they are roses. The -hips on them are 
almost as large as small orange plums. 
The base of the plant-is up to six inches 
through. The stems are very straight 
and clean. 

Growing with them are some osier 
dogwoods which have almost reached 
“tree” proportions and the limbs are a 
mottled green. 

Here and there you will find several 
old willows whose trunks, are heavily 
barked and up to two feet in thiekness: 

This is one of the most ‘interesting 


habitats that I have found and a 1ot-

They fear London will be 
willing — despite everything that has 
happened — to give Nasser once again 
the benefit of the doubt. 

_ Israel, where memories of Nasser are 
traumatic, apparently would rather deal 
with Algeria and Syria, for all their 
virulence, than with an Egypt restored to 


. influence and power. Britain considers 


this kind of thing emotional nonsense. 

The United States is maintaining its 
close ties to Israel, hoping these ties can 
be translated into decisive influence at 
critical moments. If London. can restore 
a channel of communication with Nasser, 
it may be possible for the West.to work 
both sidés of the street, and to nudge 
Moscow in a constructive direction at the 
same time.

PATHS TO WORLD ORDER, 
edited by Andrew W. Cordier 
and ‘Kenneth Maxwell;

This . tascinating book is 
based on seven Dag ° Ham- 
marskjold Memorial Lectures 
presented as part.of the Sixth 
World Order Study Conference 
in St. Louis on October 20-23, 
1965. 

In co-operation with the 
U.S. ‘Committee of the Dag 
Ham merskjold: Foundation, 
the International Affairs 
Commission of the. National 
Council of Churches chose 
lecturers, from six continents 
to develop the theme ‘Man 
Amid World Change: Chris- 
tian Imperatives.” 

The_pervading-_image of 
Paths to World Order is the 
“Spaceship Earth,’’ or Luct- 
anic Sky man, in which we as 
readers view 
the problems of Earth-men 
from afar off in space. 

The problems. that 
increasingly threaten world 
peace loom large. 

Did you know that 1820 per 
eent of the population account 
for 70 per cent of the income, 
that America’s per capita 
income is almost eight times 
that of Latin America and 2% 
times that of Europe? 

With the greater. population 
growth in underdeveloped 
countries the gap between the 
West and. underdeveloped 
nations is widening at an 
alarming rate. Misery and 
gross poverty are causing 
such anger, grief, indignation 
that violence and war are 
inevitable. 


‘Peace through justice’’ is 
the key struck by the series of 
speakers of six nationalities. 
Justice was the goal of the 
humanitarian, Dag Ham- 
marskjold. This is the urgent 
demand today, a co-ordinated 
program of economical and 
social development of the 
world family. 

Specific suggestions include 
a setting of 1 per cent per 
annum of national income for 
economic assistance to under- 
developed nations as long as 
necessary, better organization 
of world. trade, stabilizing of 
prices of primary. materials 
and raised technical and 
intellectual skills, so as to 
increase the purchasing power 
of 70 per cent of the world 
population. 

Why should not the govern- 
ments of world powers accept 
some of the responsibility for 
the unbalanced world 
economy? So much would be 
at least elemental! justice. 

Long-range suggestions for 
justice include the strengthen- 
ing of the. UN by participa- 
tion of all the nations, and 
also by permanently station- 
ing in every part of the world 
an effective and authoritative 
presence of the UN. Another 
suggestion is the establish- 
ment of an independent centre 
for basic, comprehensive 


research and preparing of 
long-term policies 
Privileged ‘nations are 


called on to avoid all forms of 


neo-colonialism and racism. 
They must allow non-align- 
ment policies, the right of 


each state and its peoples to 
live their, own lives free from 
external pressures. 

Several lectures indicate the 
strong position that the 
Church must take in the world- 
wide policy of “Peace through 
justice.”’ The Church need not 
be enmeshed in the ideologi- 
tal struggle, nor encumbered 


with_.a narrow social and 
religious outlook. It can cut 
across national barriers and 


acquire a umiversal perspec- 
tive. ° 
e 


First of ail, it” was 
suggested, the church must 
attack the problem of the 
Negro and civil rights, as it is 
closely related to the prob- 
lems of understanding under- 
developed nations. The sin- 
cerity of Christianity is at 
stake in this issue. ; 

The underprivileged peoples 
are awaiting the outcome 
before they make their final 
evaluation of the basie doc- 
trines and tenets bequeathed 
to them by the Western 
Church. 

Now* the Church has an 
opportunity to “redeem the 
time,"”” to act as prophet, 
pastor, servant, in co-opera- 
tion with governments. Man is 
the object of the love of}God 
and —of- the Church, Social 
justice, it was suggested, 
might well be a responsibility 
of the ecumenical movement. 

One of the speakers views 
the gap between. world 
poverty and world wealth as a 
problem ‘more imperative” 
than that of the atomic bomb. 
He believes that profusion of 
wealth can be a means of 
redemption, an. opportunity to 
“recreate ‘the face of the 
earth.” 

A strong note of urgency 
sounds throughout the lectures 

an~ appeal for justice, 
charity, love of one's brethren, 
so that the world family may 
live in harmony and equity. 

Can the blase, materialistic 
nations of today yield to such 
paths to world order? Dag 
Hammarskijold's optimism, 
his zeal, his dedication indi- 
cate that such a world society 
is no utopian dream but an 
fmiperative necessity.

Imagine America as a zany 


circus-world of freaks and

Going to Jerusalem. 

In thts mordant little 
comedy, Ivan, the epileptic son 
of an Admiral whose ham- 
mertoes have kept him from 
ever going to sea, embarks on 


a pilgrimage in search of 
love, the American way of 
life, and himself. The purpose 
of his journey is ostensibly to 
accompany one of his father’s 
star pupils, cadet Van Buren, 
a six-year old chess genius, 
ahd to follow the route of 
Baldur Kortzfleisch, a former 
world chess-champion whom 
the admiral suspects of having 
been a Nazi. 

Along the way, Ivan accumu- 
lates a collection of assorted 
oddities including a turtle 
named Marat and Van's 
fymphomaniac mother. The 
journey also offers some 
hilarious views of contem- 
porary America, turned inside 
out. 


On one occasion, Ivan de- 
fends the rights of a group of 
demonstrators in a Southern 
town; having repelled the 
attack of the bullying poor 
whites, he is told by the 
demonstrating students that 
“We don’t believe in violence. 
None ub-tall!" 

Inventive and witty, the 
book perhaps deliberately 
lacks a firm centre. At the 
end of the novel one is left 
searching for something posi- 


, tive te hold on to amidst the 


chaotic. mad-house 

To the End of the World, on 
the other hand, offers a pre- 
cisely realized picture of Par- 
isian society at the end of the 
Second World War. 


It Was Also Very Splendid 


To Have Been Victorian Duke 


VICTURIAN DUKE, by 
Gervais Huxley, Oxford Uni- 
versity Press, $5.25.

It may have been very 
agreeable to have been a 
member of one noblesse 


under the ancien regime in 
but to have been a 
duke in Victorian England 


was-very splendid also, 


The Grosvenor family, trac- 
ing their origins back to the 
conquest, had followed the 
traditional pattern of the 
British aristocracy. By. the 
seventeenth century they 
were baronets, in the 
eighteenth in the peerage and 
in the nineteenth they reached 
the apogee with the Dukedom 
of Westminster. 


The first duke was Hugh 
Lupus Grosvenor (1825-1899) . 
He was a member of the 
Whig cousinhood and, hence, 
had an assured position in 
society. He was educated at 
Eton and Balliol, made the 
grand tour, wag an MP; he 
was a member for Chester 
and his holding the seat was 
further proof that despite the 
Reform Bill of 1832 the 
aristocratic control on the 
Commons was not  -much 
diminished. Upon his father’s 
death he took his seat in the

Lord's and in 1874 he became 
a duke (‘wealth and high 
standing rather than any 
outstanding services was the 
criteria”) - a_ dissolution 
honor or as Gladstone put it 
“with my dying breath,” and 
one much approved by Queen 
Victoria. Earlier he had been 
created a Knight of the 
Garter. 


Westminster had an active 
political life first as a Whig, 
then a Gladstonean and finally 
a Unionist, His chief signifi- 
cance as a politician was his 
part in the crisis over the 
Second Reform Bill. However, 


he was also active as a 
supporter of many social 
reforms, 


Westminster married twice. 
His first wife was his cousin 
Constance Leveson-Gower. 
They bad 11 children, The 
Duchess died at the age of 45; 
she was a victim of Bright's 
disease and dropsy. . With 
almost Victorian rectitude the 
author gives a_ tantalizing 
summary, “Pleasure loving 
Constance had not been his 
ideal mate and in tempera- 
ment he and she were very 
Nor, in. the later 
years of their marriage can 
he have been unaware of- her 
infidelities.”’ 

Obviously the regency Whig 
traditions continued in the 
later age. His second mar- 
riage to Katherine Cavendish, 
despite “a great disparity in 
their ages, was more success- 
ful. There were four. children 
of this union and the present 
duke is a descendant of the 
second marriage. (It is 
interesting to note that al- 
though there were eight sons 
in all, there is, aside from the 
present duke, only one male 
descendant living.) 


Westminster was well 
known in his own day as the 
owner of one of the great 
studs in England. His Bend 
’Or won the Derby in 1880 and 
the next year the Epsom Gold 
Cup; his Orme won the 
Eclipse Stakes in 1892 this 
was very extraordinary since 
someone had tried to poison 
the horse prior.to the race 
and while it. -was sick the 
papers carried daily bulletins. 
Both Ormonde and Flying Fox 


won the Triple Crown, in 1886 
and 1899 respectivlely. 

In sum, Westminster was 
the beau-ideal nineteenth 
century figure. He--was a 
popular individual, favored by 
the Court and the public. 
However, his mother, the 
difficult and spirited Mar- 
chioness of Westminster, 
summed him up as “pinched 
and dry’ and *‘Mr. Poker’. 
He was almost too good, too 
much the plaster figure and 
too typical —- Home Sweet 
Home was apparently his 
favorite tune. 


Mr. Huxley has rescued 
from limbo the epitome of the 
Victorian gentleman, It must 
be recognized that West- 
minster’s. biography is not as 
good ‘as Huxley’s earlier work 
Lady Elizabeth and The 
Groavenors, a study of the 
Duke’s mother, But then, 
Hugh Lupus was not the 
person that Elizabeth Lever- 
son-Gower was either. The 
Duke does not emerge as an 
individual and while Belloe's 
portrait of Lord Heygate

Written in the mid-’50s 
(before the emergence of 
Gaullist glory), the book re- 
flects a listless world, hungry 
for excitement and ready to 
come to life, albeit vicari- 
ously, by identifying itself 
with the career of a public 
figure. It finds its excitement 
in the personality of Therese 
Epinosa, a much married 
actress in her late seventies, 


who turns her battered and 
tawdry body into a comic 
triumph by. flaunting her 


bawdy and sadistic nature. 
This book is certainly not 
for all tastes, but beneath its 
scornful and cruelly beautiful 
surface is a telling portrayal 
of the pursuit of pleasure that 
is both an indictment and a 
vindication of Ia vie boheme. 


The view points of these two 
books are in a sense combined 
in. Andrew Sinclair's latest 
novel, GOG. 

A surrealistic exploration of 
England past and present, it 
inclides a long dream se- 
quence presided over by the 
twin deities of ‘the modern 
spirit of dark comedy, Marat 
and Sade. The. book's plot is 
probably the most ingenious 
of the year. A naked, seven 
foot, giant of a man is washed 
ashore in Scotland after being 
in a ship torpedoed by. the 
Germans. 

Regaining consciousness, he 
has no other clues. to his 
identity than the names Gog 
and Magog (representing the 
common people and the 
powerful establishment) 
tattooed ‘on the back’ of his 
hands. The giant treks to- 
wards London and is hunted 
by characters from his own 
past who are either real or 
the figments of his confused 
and wounded brain. 


e 
This is an extraordinarily 
ambitious book since it 


attempts to discover not only 
the mind of the hero but to 
recreate the patterns of the 
continuing struggle for power 


between the commoners and 
the authorities in English 
history. 


Unfortunately, the novel falls 
far short of its aims because 
of its frequently pedestrian 
style and its patches of 
schoolboy humor. 

Attempts at satire become a 
pastiche of rather crudely 
worked imitations of well- 
known literary styles. But 
worse still is the way that the 
comic scenes build up to a 
forced and decidedly un-funny 
punch line. One wishes that a 
novelist. of Mr. — Sinclair’s 
potentiality could create a 
comic style that passes 
beyond that of the under- 
graduate review. sketch.

TORONTO—While Americans 
are naturally Canada’s biggest 
tourist customers, their ratio of 
spending has “how been sur- 
passed by visitors from over- 
seas. 

This was revealed in a study 
by the travel research branch of 
the Ontario Department of 
Tourism and Information which 
showed expenditures ‘of travel- 
lers from ‘abroad, mainly from 
Western Europe, had grown 
from $45 million in 1960 to $110 
million last year. 

It represents a whopping 244.4 
gain in the six-year period. By 
comparison U.S. spending rose 
from $375,100,000 in 1960 to $730 
million in 1966 for a percentage 
gain of 194.4 or less than double. 

The study also showed that of 
the 410,763 overseas arrivals in 
1966—261,;261 of these via the 
U.S.—Ontario received : 228,033 
or 55.51 per cent of the total 
who spent $61,100,000 on holiday 
pleasures.

When. you. buy a_ house, 
usually there are a few things 
that you. would have handled 
differently, had you planned 
the house from its outset. _ 

Instead of letting these 
features irritate you, change 
them. 

Shown here is, just such a 
house, which had a snack or 
breakfast. bar between the 
dining room. and living room. 

Instead of letting it bother 
them, the owners blocked off

procrastinate. We say- we’ll 
Jeave this and that until next 
week, and the first thing we 
know the weather is not 
suitable for working outside, 
nor is the soil suitable for 
planting. 

All trees and shrubs are 
best planted in the fall in this 
area. When we plant we need 
a fairly dry, friable soil that 
can be packed closely around 
the roots with the fingers. We 
have that kind of soil now, but 
once it gets wet and tacky we 
can no longer obtain the 
necessary contact with the 
fine roots. 


The mechanical texture of 
the soil is spoiled if dug when 
wet, and wet soil put on top of 
roots leaves a mass of air 
pockets, Roots will not grow 
in air, therefore a lot of roots 
ean do nothing more than die. 

Once the soil gets wet and 
cold there is very little root 
action, so our plants go. into 
the warmth of next summer 
with a severely reduced root 
system, and it is not unusual 
to have a plant wither and die . 
towards the end of May. 


IDEAL NOW 

Planting has such a long 
range effect on plants, and 
there are so many variables 
over which the gardener has 
no control, it always pays to 
do the job when soil conditions 
are ideal, which they are now. 

When plants are not im- 
mediately available it is. wise: 
to prepare the holes in~™ 
advance. 

Fruit trees, ornamental 
trees, and roses will not be 
available for planting for a 
few more weeks, but the holes 
can be prepared now, the soil 
piled in ‘a heap at the side 
and covered with plastic or 
boards to keep it from 
becoming too wet. 

Spring flowering bulbs 
claim first attention with 
many gardeners. The daffodils 
should be in the soil now, also 7 
the hyacinths, and these will 
be followed by the tulips and 
lastly the Dutch iris (bulbous 
iris). 

The sweet pea trench is 
prepared and sown as given in 
this column earlier this week. 

Other soil preparation that | 
should be done before the | 
ground becomes too wet is the 
small square for the late 
October sowing of onions, and 
the bed for roses if several 
new plants are being added 
this fall.

Work will statt in mid- 
November on concreting the 
walls of the water district's five- 
mile tunnel to Sooke Lake, 

Hardrock miners will dis- 
continue boring at the Sooke 
Lake end of the tunnel to allow 
the conereting. to be done, 
However work from’ the Gold- 


stream end will continue. 

Water commissioner Ron 
Upward said Friday the mining 
of the tunnel is expected to be 
completed by spring of next 
year when the remaining 3,250 
feet of rock should be bored 
through.
